" THE RECENT SAD ACCIDENT. 

The deposition of llui ouly survivor of 
the cauoo aooident, through wliiou Mr. 
Robert Williams and five Indiana lost 
their lives, is perhaps the only account 
thut will ever bo received of the deplor- 
able event until ' tho sea gives up its 
dead." Tbe canoo would seem to have 
been unsuitable for crossing the stormy 
sheet of water that extends from the head 
of Quoon Charlotto Islands to tho Main- 
land; but Mr. Williams, uii>lod, probab- 
ly, by assurances from tho Indians of tho 
perfect seaworthiness of ihoir craft, was 
induced to employ it to bear him from 
tho islands- ho having previously cross- 
ed from Fort Simpson in tho same canoe. 
It does not appear from t,bo statement of 
tuo survivor that tho wind was very strong 
or tho water uncommonly rough. Yot tho 
fact is known that beneath the combined 
strain of two sails aud the sudden shock 
of a soa tho cauoo parted in three pieces 
and tho occupants wore east into tho 
water. They all managed to keep their 
Loads abovo tho surface and lash tho 
canoe together; but the exposure proved 
too much for Mr. Williams who, about 
four hours after the canoo parted, uncov- 
ered his head and offered up .1 prayer to 
his Maker, then closed his eyes to earthly 
scones and sank quietly beneath the 
waves. The spectacle of u man standing 
ou tho threshold of tho unknown world, 
before, offering up prayer removing his 
bat and passing tho portals uucovered, is 
touching in tho extreme. After tho de- 
parture of Mr. Williams, five of tho poor 
Indians died one by ono with prayers and 
Eongs of praise on their lips, and the sur- 
vivor, clinging to a pieco of the wreck, 
was tossed about by wind and wave, and 
after enduring three days and nights of 
oxposuro, was cast by tho pitying waters 
on tho rugged shoxo of Cape Njorthum 
berland, where ho made his way to Ton 
gas and Fort Simpson and related tho 
sorrowful talo. Thun tho lute Mr. Wil- 
liams no eitizon of Victoria stood high 
Throughout tho Provinco wherever ho 
wns known his untimely end will bo re- 
ceived with manifestations of sincero re 
gret aud sorrow, and his wife and chil 
dren in the moment of thoir deep auguisli 
have the consolation of knowing that nil 
Victoria sympathises with thorn in tho 
loss of the hut-bund and father. 



CROSSING THE RUBICON. 

If tha reader will take up any ono of 
the numerous war maps ho will find in 
the extreme northeastern corner of Euro 
pean Turkey a queerly-shaped peninsula 
formed by tho courso of tho River 
Danube, which turns off at an acouto 
angle and for a few miles runs almost duo 
north and then as suddenly resumes its 
easterly How and falls i.ito the Black Hea 
through three mouths, known respectively 
as tho Kilia, Bnlina aud St. GeorKO. This 
peninsula is called the Dobrudecha. It i* 
low, marshy and barren, aud is not thickly 
populated, although it contains two or 
three towns of small importance. Match in 
is cne of these towns. It overlooks the 
Danube and is exactly opposite tho town 
of Ibrail or Braiia, where tho dispatches 
of last night inform us a bridge was 
thrown across on Monday, over which 
two corps of the Russian army passed 
into Dobmdscha.. The lighting on land 
is represented as desperate; but the Turks 
were evidently taken unawares and had to 
fall back Tee di.-pa ches throw out the 
conjecture that tho crossing is a feint to 
cover more serious work higher up the 
river; but tho evident design of tho move- 
ment was to gaiu command of tho Dan- 
ube ami close it to Turkish war vessi ls 
and open it to their own. The 
Russians now hold both sides of that his- 
toric stream near the three mouths, and 
ono wonders what Hobart Pasha wae 
about that ho did not protect tho river 
with his ironclads and prevent the laying 
of pontoons. It i> plain, now that tho 
Rus-ian army has begun to move, that 
very exciting events aro on tho eve of 
transpiring in the East. 

DECLINE OF CHINA'S TEA TRADE. 

By tho consular report from Shanghai 
of Sir W. Medhurst, recently laid bo- 
fore Parliament, it seems that it is not at 
all improbable that tea cultivation now 
going on so extensively in India will at 
no distant time have tbe effect of ousting 
China from her provious position as be- 
ing tho sole source from which Great 
Britain was supplied with that article, and 
that England in tho future will bo snp- 
pliad from her own territory. Tea culti- 
vation that in India some fifteen years 
since was regarded un an experiment is 
now making rapid pr< gross, not only as to 
quantity produced, but as to excellence 
of quality. In 1875 the export of tea 
from that country to England had reached 
twelvo millions of pounds, against tho 
212 millions of China oi tho same year, 
and tho quantity produced in India has 
been greatly on tho increase since that 
period. It appears India has the advan- 
tage over China in tho cultivation of this 
commodity owing to the capital and scien- 
tific skill employed; whereas in China ten 
production is in the bands of the natives, 
man} of w hom aro very poor, and moro 
bunt on realising on their labor than in 
producing a good article.

London, Juno 2i. — All authorities con- 
tinue to assert that tho crossing opposite 
Ibrail is iutQnded merely as a diversion; 
beoanse tho pestilential climate and flood- 
ed condition of Drobudschtt forbid opera- 
tions on an extensive scale. 

Vienna, Juno 25. — Tho ninth Russian 
army corps, which forms tho right wing, 
is marching along tho left, bank of tho 
Uiuta towards tho Danube. 

The following semi official notes aro 
published as to tho various reports con- I 
corning Austria's preparations: "Wo can | 
sr.ate positively that tho government can- 
not escape the duty imposed by tho pre- 
sent situation of most gravely consider- 
ing all possible oventuahtics from injury 
with regard to military measures. How- 
ever, no positive discussion whatever has 
been taken up to tho present. 

IniiAiL, Juno 25. — Friday the Russians 
completed a bridge undisturbed by the 
Turks. Everyone understood on Thurs- 
day tho crossing was postponed on ac- 
count of tho delay in tho Czar's arrival 
and an ambush not far from the bridge. 
However, Gun. Zimmerman suddenly dis- 
appeared from Ibrail during tho night. 
This morning a little after daybreak tho 
people of Ibrail wore awakened by tho 
sound of artillery and musketry on tho 
other sido of the river showing the Dan- 
ubo must havo boon crossed. Gen. Zim- 
merman had gono to Galatz and crossed 
tho Danube with two regiments of infan- 
try and proportionate amount of artillery 
and cavalry. A number of boats was tow- 
ed over by steam launches. The distance 
traveled in boats seemed to havo been 
very stubbornly resisted. 

Galatz, June 25. — This morning the 
wounded camo in and continued to do so 
all day. Judging from tho number of 
ambulances on which the wounded were 
brought ill there were not loss than LSUO 
wounded. Accounts of the action vary 
much. It is impossible to got reliable 
information. Roumanian oarsmen say 
tho Russians who tried to land at the edge 
of a lake near the village of Tcuitohilie 
were fired on before they reached tuo 
shore and then met with a heavy volley. 
From rive to six thousand Russians oross- 
ed with eight cannon at 10 o'clock. Tbe 
Russians gave up ofter an attempt to gain 
possession oi a road leading to Tehilchil- 
li over the hills. Finding a grove near 
the village filled with Turks they there- 
fore retired beyond tho road aud ravine 
and ai Lacked a battery, capturing it. In 
front the lauding was' made in a hand-to- 
hand light. Tho first man killed was a 
young Russian ollicer who sprang ashore 
aud was shot through the forehead. The 
object of the crossing aud also tho action 
at Galatz was to protect the groat orosaing 
at Ibrail. 

Ibbail, Juno 25. — A correspondent 
telegraphed on Friday .saying that it is 
evident the general crossing will begin 
to-morrow morning at daylight. The 
whole Russian forces hero will cross on 
the bridgo and -ho Uus.-ians will thus 
establish themselves firmly on tho other 
side of tho Danube. As there is now a 
whole army corps here there is a sufiicient 
numbei or troo;.'S to maintain themselves 
and lake offensive oro.-sings;provided thin 
ono snccee-is to-morrow others will be 
comparatively easy. Russ an tactics now 
will bo to push thoir force forward as 
rapidly as possible up Dobrudscba. 

Later accounts from Ibrail agree with 
the Galatz oorrpspondent in showing that 
fighting was st riuus at Iho crossing up 
po.-ito Galatz aud Ibrail. A ccrrespon- 
d.-nt telegraphing i'riday night says a Rus- 
sian doctor who crossed" with tha first de- 
tachment of eight hundred informs mo 
tiiat he does not believe out of tho num- 
ber that 20 are left alive or unhurt. A 
special from Bucharest estimates that 
11,000 Russians crossed at Galatz and lb- 
rail. It appears that the Turks made aa 
attempt to oross from Lornpolauka into 
Little Wallaohia during the night. 



bio tho Russians to close Sulina Pass, tho 
only channel by which largo vessels can 
ascend tho Danube from the BInok Soa. 

Tho Herald's London war news states 
that the building of tho bridge at Galatz 
partakes of tho naturo of a faint, beoause 
the great body of troops lius crossed into 
Dobrudscba at Ibrail. Tho arrival of the 
Czar at Ibrail was tho signal for beginning 
the conquest of Dobrutlsohn. Tho heights 
commanding tho river an far up us Hirzo- 
ra will bo seized within the noxt few days.

Tho 14th corps without its cavalry divi- 
sion nunibors 21,000. Tho reason for 
sending so low ti'oous into Dobrudsoha in 
that because of the barrenness of tho coun- 
try it cannot bo relied upon for furnish- 
ing sustenance,

A roeent visitor to Burrard Inlet de- 
■oriboa it as a busy iiivo of industry in 
which there uro no drones. Both sides of 
that fine sheet of water resound with tho 
coaseless "whirr" of great miwa us they 
plough their way through tho hearts of 
of forest giants that are constantly felled 
by the stroke of tho woodman's ax. At 
the Hastings mills four vessels, and nt 
Moody it Nelson's mills five vessels were 
being landed with tho forest wealth of the 
Province for foreign countiies. The 
Bcenos of activity at both the mills resem- 
bled tho ";;o'' and excitement of a min- 
ing camp in the early days of a gold dis- 
covery. A small tloop, perhaps, could 
bring to Victoria all tho gold taken out 
of Cariboo; but tho lum'oer mills of Bur- 
rard Inlet furnished employment to hun- 
dreds of ships and the u sands of men, and 
tho capital invested in tho bulky business 
has stimulated many collutt ral enterprises 
and sot the wheels of other industries in 
motion. Tho lumbering interests of the 
Province are as yet in their infancy. 
Their development, and tho various busi- 
nesses that would bo quickened into ex- 
istence thereby, would be worth more to 
the Province than a new gold hold, ft is 
the steady and even industry that en- 
riches a land— not tho spasmodic jerk that 
builds a city to-day and leaves a waste 
to-morrow.

The Drowning of Mr. Robert Williams 
and Five Indians. 

Deposition of an Indian, the sole survivor 
from the wreck of the canoe coming with 
Mr. Robert Williams from Ma'ssett, 
bound for Fort Simpson. 

Friday, Juno 8.— We, a crew of six In- 
dians, accompanied by /Jr. R. Williams, 
sailed from Mnsset at daylight on Juno 
8th, ttio southwest wind then blowing be- 
ing favorable. Wo arrrived at Rose Spit 
about 9 a.m., by which time tho wind had 
so much increased that wo all deemed it 
advisable to put about and oudeayor to 
make land again on Queen Charlotte Is- 
land. We did so; but alter struggling 
against tho wind till almost, neon and los- 
ing ground in spito of our utmost endea- 
vors, Mr. Williams advised us to put up 
one sail, turn our canoe towards tho 
mainland, and try to continue on our 
course. We thought his advice good and 
followed it, and Mr. Williams, by tho aid 
of his compass, showed us the direction 
of Dundas Island (at this timo wo could 
still seoland on Quoou Charlotte's Island) 
Tho wind got continually stronger, and 
nfter a little some of us thought it advis- 
able to sot a second sail; immediately nf- 
tor which a heavy sea struck the canoe, 
splitting it at onco into three pieces, (each 
of tho sides and bottom.) Wo all clung 
to tho piocoi of the wreck and succeeded 
in tying thorn together, thus making a 
sort of raft to which wo could cling and 
paitiully lean upon. It was probably 
about 2 p.m. when the oanoe split. About 
G p.m. Mr. Williams took oil his hat and 
throw it away from him into the sen,devot 
ing himself for some time to prayer and 
then let go his hold, slid into the sea and 
was no more seen. Wo could now soo no 
laud on any side. After Mr. Williams 
was lost wo sang and prayed, and soon af- 
terwards SaoliB-saao, our chief and guide 
on this unfortunate trip, got weak, let go 
his htdd and immediately disappeared. 
Wo -again sung and prayed, after which 
we succeeded in cutting the musts of the 
canoe in pieces with a pocket-knife, and 
with them we managed so to improve our , 
raft that wo could get upon it. Darkness 
now commenced to close around us. 

Saturday, Juuo 9th — About 1 a. m. an- 
other Indian gave in and disappeared. 
Tho wind blew very hard for some time 
after this, but decreased towards morning 
and at sunrise it was calm. The sun 
shone warmly ou us, und wo soon com- 
menced to feel stronger, and with one oar 
and a paddle wo worked all day trying to 
make a little headway towards Dundas 
Island which we could see in thedistunco. 
At night tho wind again blow strongly 
fr- m the northwest. 

Sunday, June 10th— The wind get' ing 
Btrouger continued all day and at night 
blow so violently that our raft got brok- 
en; hut although tho sons broke over us 
incessantly, we succeeded in tying it to- 
gether again. 

Monday, Juno 11th — In the evening our 
raft wc.s again broken, a heavy sea at once 
throwing tho pieces some yards apart. I 
found myself alone on tho larger piece of 
tho raft and my three companions I could 
eoo on tho other portions of it, ono of 
them paddling aimlessly in every direc- 
tion, evidently out of his mind; I very 
soon lost night of them. I then puddled 
and aided by tho wind which changed and 
blow from the northwest for amiif, time; 1 
made headway towards laud. So I passed 
this day. 

Tuesday, June 12th — Sometimo iu the 
the forenoon I wa3 blown a-horo on au is- 
laud near Capo Northumberland and al- 
most died with Uunger.tbirst and fatigue, 
I crawled on shoro and chanced to find a 
piece of rotten deer; I lay down beside it 
and gnawed at it and therefrom obtained 
some relief. After becoming stronger 1 
found water, seaweed und shellfish, which 
nourished mo. 

Juue 13th and 14th— Still on the island. 

Juuo 15th— Found a small canoe With 
paddle and baler. 

Saturday, June 16th — Very early this 
morning I embarked iu the canoe 1 found 
yesterday and sailed iu the direction of 
Cape Fox. Seeing a steamboat coming 
from the north (the California) I steer- 
ed so m to hail her and was about a quar- 
ter of a milo distant when she paused 
me. I had a piero of tho rotten deer's 
skin I had found for a sail and 1 shook it 
so as to attract their attention, which I 
succeeded in doing, Homo one near tho 
pilot-house waving in reply. They did 
not stop to help mo, so I struggled ou an 1 
reached Cape Fox, where I obtained relief 
from tho Indians. 

Sunday, 17th — Staying with Cape Fox 
Indians. 

Monday, 18th— Brought by tho Capo 
Fox Indians to Fort Simpson.

In tho forenoon the pupils wore examin- 
ed in rhetoric, natural philosophy, botany, 
euolid, physiology aud English grammar. 
Tho school closed at 12 m., tho examina- 
tion being resumed at 2 p.m., with book- 
keeping, ancient history, geography nud 
menial arithmetic. 

Master A. Sargison thou road tho "Lei- 
sure Hour, ' a paper edited by tho boys, 
aud in which there was much interesting 
matter, tho article on the present war be- 
ing very interesting, tho paper showing 
that a great deal of timo and attention 
had boon bestowed on it, and reflecting 
great credit on the editors.

The Superintendent said that a 
written oxaminati in on 13 different sub- 
jects had been held last week, the highest 
number of marks for each subject being 
100, Fiftoan of tho pupils in tho High 
School in the examination had reached 
tho high average of 70 per cent., while 
live others had exceeded 70 per cent. The 
following were tho prizewinners: 

Dufferiu silver medal — John 0. New- 
bury 1275 marks, oui of a possible 1300. 
Herbert Kent hnd received 1230 murks 
out of 130D, and Jo-eph Thain 1201. To 
tho latter would bu awarded tho scholar- 
ship of £100. Tho Superintendent said 
that Joseph Thain had for the last 12 
months been acting as pupil-teacher. His 
ohns was by far tho bod: nnd tho boy 
seemed to be doing his utmost both to 
please these placed over him in the school 
and also to improve himself. Hal New- 
bury's record as a pupil-teacher been as 
good aa Thain'a, who ranked first ss pupil 
teacher, whereas Newbury came at tho 
far end of the list, he (Newbury) would 
have received the scholarship as well nt 
the medal. A. Sargison reached 1102 
m.rks, and G. Chadwitk 1153 marks; then 
came F. Sen, 1.1. John, F. Barkci , J.Uou- 
gall. 

In tho girls' department Jessie Campron 
he tded the list with 1080 marks, and us 
her record was so good as a pupil teacher 
the scholaiship of £100 was awarded her. 
Next iu order stood Alice Russell, 1039 
marks, and Mary Andtrson, 1033. Miss 
Anderson's record of marks, and also us 
pupil-toucher, being higher than Miss 
Russell's, the second scholarship of 9100 
hid been awarded her. Next came R 
Plummer, Miss A. Cameron, Mis- K. Rus- 
sell, J. Carmiehaol, J. Phillips, J Todd, 
Miss Holloway aud C. Hayward. 

Mr. Newbury note handed in tho fol- 
lowing protest against his son's not hav- 
ing received the scholarship: 

"I hereby protest against my son not 
receiving a scholarship when lie has prov- 
ed himself to be the best scholar by be- 
ing awardod Lord Dufferio's medal. You 
have b en mado acquainted with my ob- 
jection, which I am prepared to prove." 

Mr. Jessop explained that scholarships 
wore awarded, nut for tlio highest marks 
obtained, in the examination, hut for 
efficiency as a pupil teacher. Now Thain 
stoo i nt tho head of tho li-t of pupil- 
teachers, while on the other hand New- 
bury was, as reported by principal of 
boy's' school, ntthefoot. Thain's class was 
orderly and he himself appeared to 
take a greater interest in the 
work. He had made inquiries into 
a charge of Thain's going into tlio 
schoolroom on Friday last and had found 
thut it was lor a moat innocent purpose, 
und that even then ho was not alone. 

His Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor 
complin? "ted the teachers on tho num- 
ber of pupils, and aluo in their efficiency. 
He said it gave him much pleasure to ba 
present on such au occasion. In his 
young days there were no such things as 
public schools; all had to pay for their 
schooling and ho was of opinion that as 
all are obliged to pay cohool-tax, educa 
tion should bo compulsory. In this coun- 
ti e it is possiblo fur a boy to become 
Chief Justice or even Lieut. -Governor. 
All that it requitos is good, steady per- 
severance, There might bo boys oven 
now boforo him who would in the future 
occupy these positions, 1 1 is Honor then 
addressed Newbury m a complimentary 
manner and presented him with tho silver 
medal. Before seating himself, however, 
he remarked with a good deal of humor 
that his Minisiers wore not respoosibie 
for anything lie might have said. (Cheers.) 

Hon. Mr. Smithe was then called upon 
lo present a scholarship to Master Joseph 
Thain. He said it afforded him much 
pleasure to present Master TbniQ with 
tho scholarship which had been won by 
bim anil he was exceedingly sorry that a 
question had arisen about the justice of 
tho award. For his part lie thought that 
those whose duty it had been to .scrutinize 
tne merits of the various competitors 
must have exureist-d efficient judgment 
in tho premises, and after taking every- 
thing into consideration that ought pro- 
perly to bear upon tlio matter hnd oonsci- 
eaciously awarded the prize. He trust- 
ed the scholarship would bo of value to 
tho recipient, not so much on account of 
its intrinsic value— although, said he with 
a smilo, in those dull times even that is 
not t > ba lightly osteomed — as on account 
of its effect as a stimulant to worthy en- 
deavour in the future. In whatever walk 
of life ho might select ho would find pri- 
zes to be won, honorable positions to be 
attained, but, as he must Enow, his pre- 
sent suce: s< had been the result of indus- 
try nnd interest in his work, so ho might 
be assnrod, tnat hereafter in professional 
life or in business, porserveing applica- 
tion nnd interest in the work in hand 
■ onld bo essentials to s access, lie hoped 
'.i.e. roung gentlemen who had unsuccess- 
fully competed would not bo disouurag 
ed. Sumo of them, ho believed, had nar- 
rowly missed tlio pri/.o and if they ha I 
just been a li:tlo mere attontive to their 
studies or taken a little moro pains with 
tboir work some one of them might have 
been successful und the recipient might 
1 ave boon among tho honorably defeated, 
'ike award ought to havo tho effect of 



stirringthouusticces,ful on to greater dili- 
gence f>o that on tho next occasion they 
might redeem themselves, and it ought at 
tho samo timo to encourage tho winner to 
rosolvo to gain bis next, prize with evou 
greater merit than on this occasion. He 
complimented tho competitors as a whole 
for tho exceedingly creditable result of 
tho examination, and again expressed his 
pleasure in pros anting the scholarship of 
8100 to Master Thain. (Cheers.) 

Dr. Tolmio, in presenting the scholar- 
ship to Miss J. Cameron, congratulated 
tho ladies nnd gentlemen present, young 
and old, on tho increased public interest 
as shown by tho much larger attendance 
this year of parents and friends and on 
the progress in free education made in 
this city timing tho last few years. Tho 
people desired to have their children well 
educated, nud both the Into and tlio pre- 
sont Governments had shown laudable 
zeal in tho cause. Ho concurred with 
His Honor tho Liout.-Govoruor in advo- 
cating compulsoiy education. To Miss 
Jeasio Cameron, in presenting the honor- 
arium of ono hundred dollars, tho Doctor 
said that if it were possible lo put a nionoy 
value on good deed?, ho was sure that tho 
-turn would very poorly represent the 
good douo to herself "and her young 
scholars by her past year's work as "pupil 
teacher. (Cheers ) 

Mayor Drake, being called on to present 
the third Scholarship, said that ho did so 
with tho greatest pleasure. He was most 
agreeably surprised at tho high number 
of marks obtainod during this examina- 
tion; they were higher than ho had no- 
ticed in any other examination. He was 
glad to see also that many were willing 
to come forward to help iii tho toaohing, 
and ho trusted that he would seo many of 
those present teaching in our district 
schools. Ou account of tlio very high 
average of marks, ho would state that ho 
intended giving a prize to the boy aud 
giil highest in mn.ks w ho had not receiv- 
ed a prize this time. 

A vole of thanks was then returned to 
his honor the Lieut.

The New Discoveries.

Tho following extract from n Report of 
the Gold Commissioner of the Oassiar dis- 
trict ia published for gonern! infoimation.

Laketown, Oassiar, 
Juno, 1877. 

Silt, — I have tho honor to report, for 
tho information of His Honor (ho Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, tho following particu- 
lars relative to my district:— 

Owing to tho unprecedented mildness 
of the past winter, mining operations 
commenced this season fully ono month 
earlier than usual. As tho fall of snow, 
however, has been grenter, so havo tho 
lakes, rivers, creeks, <S:c, raised con- 
siderably abovo their ordinary high water 
piark by the spring freshets. 

I am happy to be able to slate that tho 
damage done by tho latter hns been hut 
trilling, and iu a short time work will 
have steadily have commenced for tho 
summer. 

There are about thirteen hundred men 
scattered throughout Oassiar at present, 
of these tome four hundred aro Chinese. 

Several lull claims nro paying fairly on 
Donso Creek, in some ca-os tlio yield 
being reported lo be from £20 to $100 p> r 
day to tho hand. Creek claims aro not 
yet, owing to the freshets, in working or 
dor. 

Ground sluicing is being carried ou ex 
tensively at Thiborts Cieek while high 
water lasts; no attempt to wash up has yet 
been nude there. 

Reports from McDsmos Oreok and tri- 
butaries aro better thau they have ever 
been; the tunnel claims on Somors Gulch 
(Dawson and Phillips, &c.,) are paying 
well, last dividend for one week being 
-12 oz. nnd S15 to tho hand, over and above 
all expenses. The gold is coarse, and the 
ground looks bettor as they advance up 
tho creek; ono piece taken out of that set 
of claims weighed 9 ounces. 

An iuterest purchased this spring inn 
sot of claims on Snow Creek, $1,01)0, has 
already paid $000, although but a short 
time working; several other claims ou 
MoDames aro paying well, and mining 
prospects in that section of tho district 
never looked brighter. 

Several men havo started fer the Deloire 
country, to lollow up some fair piospects 
obtained in that vicinity last year.

A Political Cnbal at Cariboo. 

En Route, J une 1st, .1877. 

Editor Colonist: — 1 had tho pleasure 
of arriving iu tho Cariboo district at tho 
eventful period in its history, it being on 
the eye of an election, 

On Saturday evening I nttendod a 
public mocting at which some 10 good 
looking and homely men were presont. 
A. Mr. Flamingo was hoisted into tho 
chair, and congratulated the meeting on 
having choaou an impnrtial and godly 
young man lo fill the position. Ho said, 
•'Wo are all glad to see our dear obi 
friend apt. Grasshoppor back again 
among us; even though he does not, come 
as Provincial Secretary, or w ith the pride 
and following of a Welsh chieftain as in 
days gone by ; but simply as plain Capt. 
Grasshopper, whom he then called upon 
to address the meeting. Upon this a ven- 
erable and benevolent looking old gentle, 
man stood up nud bowed. Ho had a mass 
of papers in his hands; those I took to bo 
some of the patent Japanese pocket-hand- 
kerchiefs wo read about, but turned out 
to bo reports of his speeches in tho L"g- 
islativo Assembly. Alter thanking tho 
mooting for tho kind manner in which 
they hud noticed his arrival on Lightning 
Creek, he settled steadily. I should 
rather say furiously, to work. We man- 
aged to o'atoh a sentence hero and there 
among tho splutters and stammers. 

"Broken pledges, would not follow 
Jawkera and me; got his prioe, sir; tried 
to counsel him ns a pnriout; oumu to mo 
and asked mo to vole, for the rond tolls; I 
was horrified, sir. Tlio present majority 
in the house won't listen to nrgumeut; 
corrupt ministry; highest authority in the 
province approached mo. If it hadn't 
been for mo \vh it would tlio distrust havo 
done? i followed Jawkem into tkit mud- 
hole, sir, nearly ruined constitution, 
1 pledged mys.elf to do it; conddoied it 



wrong and dishonor to avoid it. Don't 
think 1 am faking an unfair advantage, 
sir, of Mr. Davie's absence, sir. Say 
what I have said to his i'aeo, constituents, 
me, leather medal, 1 1 1 1 1 1." Hero ex- 
haustion paused him to sit down amid 
tears and cheers. Then I could see tlio t 
this gentleman hud tho happy knack of 
moving the feelings of tho audience. Ho 
spoke entirely impromptu. His omotions 
evidently made him very disjointed in his 
remarks. 

A Mr. Rennot was then vociferously 
called on, and a ferocious looking' little 
gentleman, whose looks did not belie his 
name, arose and spoke like the wind play- 
iug in an empty atlio A morbid desiie 
to bo original, urged him to say that ho 
hail come altogether unpreparod to speak; 
but that thoio were certain occasions when 
it was tho duty of every mini to cast him- 
self into his breeches when ended on; nud 
this ia ono of them. "Sir, tlio telling 
spcoch of Capt. Grasshopper must havo 
oonviucod all cf us that he is tho honest 
man that Diogenes was looking for, und 
that Mr. Davie is not. Sir, he has not 
acted honestly; ho has not, kept his 
pledges; he has dared to assist in cordur- 
oying that inudhole; whereas bin constit- 
uents returned him on the distinct under- 
standing that if Jawkem went through it, 
he should do tho same. Is that acting 
for tho best interests of tho district? Sir, 
I venture to say no; for by tho eourso he 
has supported, fewer horses aro needed 
to haul waggons over that road, conse- 
quently less grain and fewer whips and 
horse-shoes are used; thereby resulting in 
tho ruist of tho farmer, bl icksmith and 
storekeeper, and thoso men who so often 
found work filling that hole, aro now 
thrown out ol employment. Then, again, 
sir, when Capt. Grasshopper, true to his 
pledges, tookholdof one of the tails of our 
toloved Jawkom's coat; did Mr. Davie do 
likewise? My answer is look at 
tho coat. Ono tail hns done good ser- 
vice for the honest captain, and tho other 
is yet unworn and unsullied. Gentlemen, 
I have a great regard for Mr. Davie; but 
when I think of that coat, I rnako up my 
mind lo do all I can against him. Sir, 
wo must rel urn some independent member 
who shall hear, see, smell, taste, speak, 
entand driukns Mr. Jawkem does. Gentle- 
men, wear out your boots canvassing 
against Davie." 

There being no othei speaker, a Mr. 
Three per cent Bilboy arose amidst ap- 
plause, aud an apoplectic iit from a Mr. 
Fleshy , and moved a resolution to tho 
effect that as Mr. Davio had assisted in 
corduroying tho mud hole, instead of 
going through it in tho wake of our other 
members; and further had refused to ac- 
cept Captain Grasshopper us it father, re- 
solved thut wo want somebody else. 
Seconded by tlio Duke of Marmalade nmd 
carried. Messrs Bilboy, Fleshy and the 
Duke were appointed to find the ninu. 
The meeting then closed. Mr. Davie's 
friends did not BOem at all frightened by 
tho proceedings. 

From that mooting until I left a groat 
thirst for spirituous liquors seemed to be 
developed in many. I found this was 
one of the objects sought to be gained by 
opposition to Mr Davio, together with 
the desire among a certain firm to further 
the ambition of a Victoria man named 
Hod, Dod or Pod. I did not heir what 
his merits wore, but suppose he has been 
a grent benefactor to tho district iu ycais 
past. He fell through, however, as tho 
liquor interest did not think ho would 
countenance liberal treating during tho 
canvass. 

Another gontlemnn has been found 
whoso address promises roads, trails, 
bridges, cheap food, clothing and whisky, 
wives and children and good c aims, 
should he bo returned. Itis almost urin - 
oessary to say that this is almost a fioisln r 
for Mr. Davio.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUBOPE. 
London, June 21. — The Standard in a 
lending editorial denies that the govern- 
ment intends to ask supplementary oiedit 
for the proteetioiiuf British interests in the 
East. 

Tho North German Gazette states positive- 
ly that Germany has not departed from its 
attitude ef reserve relative to the Eastern 
question. 

Chicaoo, June 22,— The Tribune's Lon- 
don correspondent says: I have just heard 
important news — that a considerable Brit- 
ish force is under orders to proceed to 
Egypt. This is in confirmation of a pre 
vious dispatch regarding the mobilization 
of tho army, und the first direct move Eog 
land has made in the present European 
crisis Tho cavalry for tho Egyptian ex- 
pedition will consist of three regiments — 
the 18th, 19th and 21st Hussars. Troops 
to laud in Egypt will be replaced with 
infantry from Ma'ta. oonsistingof the 42d 
Higulaud Light Infantry, 74th Highland 
and 101st Bengal Fusilors. Thoso corps 
will bo replaced by the 21 Battalion Royal 
Wel-h Fusileers,G9th and 102d regiments 
and 2d battalion Rifle Brigade, all from 
Gibraltar. Theso will remain at Maita 
until replaced by other troops of the lino, 
not yet named from England, and will 
then move on to Egypt. The Brigade 
Guards, consisting of the second battalion 
id' Greundiors, the second battalion of 
Coldstrenms and the first bat: al ion of 
Scotch Fusileors will move direct from 
I'jnglund to Egypt. Col. Dellorsie of the 
Grenadier Guards, will command tho 
brigade. In addition lo tho abovo force, 
5,000 men, all natives, and ail Moslems, 
will bo sunt to Egypt from India. This 
will make a totd force, as nearly a; p ss 
oi bio, of 15,000 men. Probably no do 
elarution will \w made, But the troops 
will occupy Egypt ostensibly to protect 
the Suez canal. English statesmen favor 
a closer union of English interests there. 
Annexation of Egypt and a protectorate 
is now believed tho oidy solution id' the 
problem by which tho Queen's vossels 
may pass unimpedod through the canal, 
and that no belligerent vessels sluill bo 
tolerated thero. Actual proprietorship is 
tho only means of securing this end. The 
timo for half measures ami oxpoct.int 
policy has passed, 

Versailles, Juno 1G. — In tho chamber 
of deputies the debate on the interpol- 
ation was resumed. The principal spojeh 
was made by Leon Raunult, former pre- 
fect of police, who addressed the HouBe 
in tho name of I ho Left Centre and all 
Conservatives wIitJ on tho ground of 
reason, had rallied to the republic. fu 
vehement but persuasive langnago ho
